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HOW TO SETTLE THE PENSION 
QUESTION. 
The new pension bill which recently 
passed Congress, and by the signature of 
the President became a law, is being mort* 
severely condemned by the masses of the 
people than was the salary-grab bill. The j 
latter bill took less than a million and a 
half out of the treasury—the pension bill 
will draw from SI millions to, say 50 mil­ 
lions, at least. The amount, however, is 
not 
to 
be 
onsidered 
if 
the 
claims 
of 
the 
pensioners be just. 
This country 
can never over com­ 
pensate the soldiers and sailors for the 
Work they did during the four years the 
conflict lasted between the friends ol 
Freedom and the advocate of the Slave 
Power. But the objection to the new law 
Is not on the ground that {those who were 
crippled while in the service, or who in 
consequence of hardships more severe than 
the physical man could baar, permanently 
jost their health, but on the .ground that 
probably many thousands will 
receive 
heavy back pensions who are not entitled 
to them. This will no doubt prove true. 
W ith here and there an exception, those 
who were clearly entitled to 
pensions, 
Whether soldiers, sailors, widows, or moth­ 
ers, received them within 
five 
years 
prescribed by the act of Congress of 1873. 
Those who were not entitled to a pension 
then, can hardly be entitled to one now; 
a n i yet many hundreds are becoming pen­ 
sioners every year, whose alleged disability 
is said to date bick to the time they were 
in the service. Of course there are honor­ 
able exceptions to this rule, but there are 
thousands on the pension rollj who should 
be off, aud who are in nowise entitled to 
the enormous amount of back pension 
which the new law will give them. 
This 
is the only ground on which objections can 
possibly be made against the new pension 
law. 
Some means should be devised by Con­ 
gress to give the pension roll a good prun­ 
ing. It needs It, and the work should not 
long be delayed. Hundreds of thousands 
of dollars are annually paid out to pen­ 
sioners who are not entitled to a cent, and 
this strain upon the treasury should be 
stopped. The pension districts should be 
reconstructed, by making say sixty dis­ 
tricts in the United States. A Board of 
Examiners should be appointed for each 
district, whose duty it shall be to thorough­ 
ly examine the person or persons about 
whose 
right to 
draw pension there 
is 
any 
possibility 
of 
a 
doubt. 
The 
applicants 
for 
new 
pen­ 
sions 
should also be axamined by this 
Board. 
We believe that if a law of this 
kind should be enacted, it would prove the 
best investment the 
Government could 
m ike for the reason that in a very lew 
years millions of dollars would be saved. 
Tflis should be done before any appropri­ 
ation is w ale by Congress tor the payment 
of the arrears under the new law. 
In justice to the scarred andjmaimed vet­ 
erans who suffered long and much in the 
Said ; in justice lo those whose health be­ 
came permanently shattered by hardships 
and exposure while defending the Gov­ 
ernment against the attack of treason; and 
injustice to the widows and mothers who 
lost their husbands and their sous in battle 
or in hospital, there should be none but 
honorable names on the pension roll of 
the United Slaws. 


is to be congratulated that there is a pros­ 
pect that this farcical manner ot making 
assessments is at an end. 
Now that 
the Legislature is compelled 
to coact a 
new law, let us hope that it may be as 
perfect as any human law can Jje. 
They 
should take time la framing the bill, should 
put 
at 
work on 
the 
bill 
the 
best legal talent 
io the 
State, and 
should advise with ‘he justices of the Su­ 
preme Court upon the subject, that no 
unconstitutional provision creep into the 
bill. Assessors should be compelled under 
a heavy penalty, to assess property at a 
lair valuation; and the'people of towns and 
cities who elect and, council which appoint, ; 
assessors, should sec to It that only men of 
business capacity, of unswerving integrity, 
and of sound judgment, should 
fill that 
important office.

CROPS OF THE UNITED STATES. 
The Agricultural Department at Wash­ 
ington is preparing an important circular 
which will review the conditions of the 
crops aud the live stock |for the last year. 
Though the Department of Agriculture is 
aa object of ridicule, aud is not considered 
authority, it does a good service in mak­ 
ing investigations aud in preparing statis­ 
tics which are both interesting and valua­ 
ble. Ad'•increase in the yield of winter 
wheat is shown in the New England States, 
the Gulf States, and a very large increase 
in Illinois. In the Slates and Territories

been 
much 
reduced from that of last season. 
The 
area of winter rye on the first ofJaoury 
bad fallen off about one per cent. 
The 
Commissioner says that the corn crop of 
1878 was about one billion bushels, which 
was an increase of 29 million bushels over 
1877, but that the average per cent, at 
which it was sold was five cents cheaper 
than in 1877, reducing the aggregate mar­ 
ket value of the crop about 44 million dol­ 
lars. It is estimated that the crop oi wheat 
for 1878 was greater than that of 1877 by 
57 millions of bushels, but the aggregate 
market value of the crop was less than that 
or 1877 by about CO millions ol dollars. Tho 
Commissioner attributes the high price Of 
wheat lo 1877 to the war in Europe. 
It is 
also estimated that of the 1878 crop, o* 
wheat, about 92 millions of bushels was 
exported, which was about one-fourth of 
the entire crop of the United states.

THE 
THE 
SUPREME COURT AND 
ASSESSMENT LAW. 
The dccisi ja of the Supreme Court in 
the case of PJumer vs the Board e f Super 
visors of Marathon county et. a1., has been 
published in the Senate J mrual, and a 
thousand extra copies ordered printed for 
general distribution. The decision is one 
of the most important which has come 
from that Court for many mouths. It makes 
havoc of the assessment law of the State, 
and in some paris of ^Visconsin will create 
general disorder as regards the collection 
of 
taxes. 
It 
holds 
unconstitutional 
the present assessment law, and thereby 
throws an important responsibility upon 
the Legislature. It is now called upon to 
frame and to enact, that which it has nev­ 
er yet been able to frame and to enact, a 
good tax law. The point has been reached 
however, when the Legislature .c ia to 
longer trifle with the subject, and it is 
wise that the Supreme Court has taken the 
matter in hand, and has issued an opinion 
which strikes at the very root ot the evil. 
Justice Ryan, who wrote the opinion, says: 
The failure of assessors to perform their duties 
according to their oaths, under *tatutes faithfully 
and carefully iramed to carry out the constitu­ 
tional provision, that the rule OI taxation shall 
be uuilorm, has been a fruit.ul source of litiga­ 
tion, aud ha* seriously embarrassed the collec­ 
tion of the public revenue Chapier 331 and 1878 
was obviously d signed to mitigate this ev.i. 
Whether or not some such st ai Ute would be the 
best remedy; whemer or not it might have been 
better to have k it the law as it was. and to pro­ 
vide t o r the prosecution of every assessor 'io - 
laiing his duty and his oath, are not questions for 
this coart. 
This is a public notice to assessors that 
thereafter they must do their duty, in more 
than one respect. They must assess pro­ 
perty at its actual valuation, and that they 
must personally inspect the property to be 
assessed. There has been no uniformity 
in this State regarding assessments. Every 
assessor seemed to do a9 he pleased. He 
would favor one property holder and 
would put it ou to another. In many cases 
assessors were elected or appointed who 
bad no conception of the relative value of 
property.

farce 
of 
the 
whole 
assessment law. In some counties the as­ 
sessors would rate certain kinds of prop­ 
erty at about one-thud its value, in others 
it would be about one-half, in another 
tw o-thirJa, ta d still soother at nearly its 
full value. We have known a Srst-class 
piano to be assessed for $25, and a gold 
watch tor which the owner would not 
not take $100, was kindly put iu by the 
assessor at $10. in this loose and ridiculous 
way have assessments been made in this 
tittle, and arc made every year.

J O IN T CO NVENTIO N'. 
TUESDAY EVENING 
The Jolut Convention met in the Assoin 
b y Chamber last evening, an i was ad­ 
dressed by W. C. Whitford, on “ The Edu­ 
cation of Work.” 
The principal means for the mental cul­ 
ture of the mass of the people.are not bo ks 
ana schools, but the common work of their 
various pursuits. This may seem aa over­ 
statement ot a truth, but even educational 
men are fast reaching the conviction that 
tue employment of the mind in the syste­ 
matic exercises of the body, furnishes a 
more primary and efficient mode, than the 
chart and the training ut the faculties ot 
the child. 
The true theory of education is that of 
the harmonious development of the mental 
and physical powers. Tnis is best attained 
through labor. This fact was discussed 
nuder five heads: 
First. 
Work holds our thoughts in the 
closest contact to the common and health- 
tul themes which our business, social ex­ 
periences, and struggles cf life are contin­ 
ually furnishing. 
Second. 
Work stimulates our mental 
powers, for it awakens thought by concen­ 
trating our energies in special spheres of 
action, and by interesting us in the origin­ 
al teachings ot nature ana human affairs. 
Third. 
Work really strengthens our 
lufelhcts, for it enlarges our brain power. 
Fourth. 
Work interests us in the com­ 
mon aud essential materials ui bumau life. 
and gives us the ability to understand aod 
use tnem to the best advantage. 
Fifth. 
Work is substantially the inven­ 
tion and shaping ut means to acc omphali 
Certain ends; aud this exercises constantly 
aud olttn most intensely the powers of the 
mind. 
The lecture concluded, with showing 
some of the defective tendencies of intel­ 
lectual culture through work, and with 
the recommendation that these be balanced 
by extensive reading ana independent 
observation.

Toe joint session of the Agricultural and 
Horticultural Societies was called to order 
by President Fratt, of the Agricultural So­ 
ciety, who read his annual address, in

upoo “Farm Drainage,” showing the ne­ 
cessity, usefulness and process of drainage, 
in both surface and under drains: a moat 
practical aud valuable paper upon this im­ 
portant subject. 
J. C. Plumb, of Mitton, read a paper— 
“Conditions of Hard loess,”—giving them as 
of four general divisions, yiz.: 
let, Organic—Struct ai a1, Including variety. 
2d, Geo ogical—Soil foimilton. 
JU, Climatic—Temperature and moisture. 
4tn, Location and Culture—including aspect 
and pruning. 
Showing the need of the most perfect 
growth and conditions therefor, and hardy 
varieties, and most perfect maturity of 
wood ; that it is not the degree of cold 
which kills a tree, so much as the manner 
of its approach and the condition of the 
tree at its advent.

Patriotism will sustain the hard- 
money revival of January, 1879.

oi grant land subsidies, indited currency 
and rebellion claims 
on 
our National 
Treasury, closing with a vigorous picture 
of possible royalty in America 
Prof. Edward Searing, of Milton, read 
anele quem description, giving personal 
recollections of “A winter Month in North­ 
ern Georgia,” telling of the mild, healthy 
climate, and fine natural resources ia the 
vicinity of Marietta, some one thousand 
feet above sea level, but especially the 
mammoth growth of native timber, and 
adaptation to fruit growing.
